Accent on youth in Pomona Yule parade

The accent appropriately was on 
youth Saturday night as the City of 
Pomona's 24th annual Christmas 
parade moved smoothly eastward 
along Holt Avenue 
Although the temperature was in 
the chilly 50s, an estimated crowd of 
12,000 lined the parade route to ap­ 
plaud the floats, drill teams, bands, 
novelty units and horses par­ 
ticipating. 
Boys and fjirls drossod in larfi^ 
Christmas-wrapped boxes played 
around a 16-foot Christmas tree, and 
were awarded first place as a float 
by the judges 
The tree, topped by the traditional 
star and made of old newspapers, 
was entered by the Junior High 
F ello w sh ip of the P ilg rim 
Congregational Church. 
Second place among the floats 
went to the National Federation of 
the Blind, the Pomona, Ontario, 
Chino and Montclair chapters, whose 
pntrv was a gingerbread house with 
the words on the side: ‘‘Sugar, spice 
and everything nice 
Preceding the float and carrying 
the sponsors' sign were two blind 
people, Otis Pettifoot of Pomona, 
and Ruth Potter of Ontario, led by 
her seeing-eye dog Sheri. 
The blind had made 4.000 paper 
flowers to decorate the float. 
The First Church of the Nazarene 
of Pomona entered a float portraying 
the Spirit of Christmas in fact and 
fancy and that was awarded third 
place. 
Part of the float was a Nativity 
scene with live lambs, while the 
other part of the float was boys and 
girts playing in snow 
Parade celebrities included 
Donald Duck as grand marshal, and 
Los Angeles Dodgers star Burt 
Hooton, Superfly Albert Sandoval, 
and Los Angeles County Fair Queen 
Mary Frances Douglas as division 
marshals 
The many youth drill teams in 
their colorful costumes and snappy 
routines delighted the parade 
viewers 
Trophies were awarded to the top 
three special units in each of the four 
divisions as follows. Division 1 — 
Old Baldy Shrine Club, first, 
' Pomona Public Library, second, and 
All-States Picnic and the Tiniest fc^f, 
tied for third. Division 2 — Wyoming 
Wild Bunch, first; YMCA Indian 
Princesses, second; and McMahan s 
Furniture, third. Division 3 - 
Humane Society of the Pomona 
Valley, first; Hi-Grade Plating, 
second; and Pomona Fire Depart­ 
ment, third. Division 4 - Pomona 
Truck Electric, first, FMC Sweeper, 
second; and the Golden Nuggets, 
third

float entries was a white Christmas 
float of a Christmas tree and 
snowman by residents of Logan 
Street, Pomona, which took fourth. 
Other floats entered were 
Christmas Memories, portraying the 
vuletide from 1929 through 1975, 
sponsored by VFW Post 2018; and the 
Night Before Christmas, sponsored 
by the YWCA.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - State Sen. 
Peter Behr, R-Tiburon, said Satur­ 
day he will re-introduce his proposal 
for homeowners’ property tax relief 
when the legislature reconvenes 
Monday 
His proposal, similar to one which 
passed the Senate but was defeated 
in the Assembly at the last session, 
would abolish property taxes on 
owner-occupied houses 
The estimated $1.1 billion-a-year 
revenue loss would be replaced by a 5 


per cent transfer tax on house sales 


a n d a 20 per cent surcharge on 
homeowners' state income taxes. 
The senator said his proposal 
would mean no increase in taxes, but 
would relate a homeowner’s tax bill 
more to his or her income. 
Behr said it would mean a $352-a- 
year tax saving to a family with a 
gross income of $12.000 owning a 
$27,000 house, provided they didn't 
sell the house 
He estimated it would mean $553 a 


property tax 


«amino Sift 000 own- 
nual increases in those assessments 
vear to a family earning $18.000 own 
ing a $40,000 house, and $863 to a 
family earning $36,000 with a $75.000 
house, also providing the houses 
weren't sold. 
The percentage saving would bo 
greater for low income families. 
Behr estimated it at 50 2 per cent for 
the $12.000 income family and 27 per 
cent for the $36,000 income family

ALDEBURGH, England (AP) — 
Benjamin Britten, the nation s best 
known composer whose music 
writing career began at age 5 and 
culminated in operatic greats such 
as “ Peter Grimes’’ and 
War 
Requiem,” died Saturday at the age 
of m 
With commemorative concerts 
and special tributes, Britons paid 
homage to their lean and tweedy 
countrym an who was an ac­ 
com plished pianist and conductor as 
well as a composer of a wide range 
of music 
A semi-invalid after undergoing 
heart surgery in 1973, Britten had 
continued working at his country 
home until the heart condition 
worsened several months ago and 
forced his hospitalization 
Britten died at his seaside farm 
house, a converted windmill outside 
Aide burgh village 100 miles from 
London 


JACKSONVILLE, Ha. (AP) - A 
26-year-old woman whose vital func­ 
tions were controlled by machines 
for two weeks stopped breathing 
Saturday 13 minutes after she was 
disconnected from the devices on the 
order of a judge 
The machines attached to Celia 
Cain were disconnected at 12:25 
p.m., according to John Corrigan, a 
spokesman for St. Vincent s Medical 
Center. A death certificate was 
signed about 1:15 p.m., he said 
«,‘‘The order from the judge said she 
died on Nov. 20, when her brain ac­ 
tivity stopped,'’ Corrigan said "So 
there can be no official time of death 
on Saturday.” 
Circuit Judge John S Cox acting 
at the request of Mrs. Cain s family, 
signed the order Saturday morning. 
Jerry Cain, the woman's husband, 
said after a hearing Friday that he 
was “ pleased with the judge's 
decision” 
"This is what we asked for Now 
my (two) children and I can pick up 
and continue our lives, I* »«id. 
Mrs Cain, described by a ckwe 
friend as ‘‘a beautiful girl, very 
sweet and k in d /’ underwent a 
hysterectomy Nov. 19. The following 
day, she developed breathing 
problems, was rushed to intensive 
care and placed on a respirator, 
where she has been ever since 


Dr. Jacob Green, a neurologist, 
testified that he diagnosed the 
woman s brain as dead that night and 
asked the family for permission to 
disconnect the respirator Nov. 23. 
"1 said absolutely not, 
Cain 
testified “I prayed that God would 
give us a sign,” 
But a week later, be changed his 
mind. 


"1 felt we got the sign when her 
condition worsened and the doctors 
convinced me her brain was dead, 
Cain said. 
* 
He gave his permission Nov 30. 
but Green became uncertain if he 
had the legal authority to disconnec t 
the machines and Cain s lawyers 
then petitioned the court to in­ 
tervene 


In announcing his ruling. Cox said, 
“This lady is dead and has been dead 
and she is being kept alive ar­ 
tificially through the use* of suppor­ 
tive devices that not only from the 
medical but a humane standpoint 
should be discontinued 
But he warned that his ruling is 
“no attempt at a blanket criteria or 
guidelines for future cases "

The story said Wilson ac 
knowledged during an interview that 
he has withdrawn $14,740 from his 
campaign funds during the past two 
years H e said be used only "perhaps 
half of it” for his personal use 
Such diversions of campaign funds 
are not illegal under federal or 
California law, officials said. Blit 
they are prohibited by the House of 
Representatives standards of con­ 
duct, the story noted 
It quoted Wilson as saying he saw 
nothing unproper with his personal 
use Of the money or what the Post 
said were other unexplained 
transfers of his campaign funds 
Wilson said he reported the money 
he took on his tax returns, but the 
Post said it was unable to obtain 


copies of those returns from Wilson 
or his staff. 
Wilson. 5« and a seven-term con 
gressman, was not opposed in the 
general election in November and 
had only nominal primary opposi­ 
tion.

There is no indication of culpable 
negligence to any of the 44 deaths 
during the past three years at 
Pacific State Hospital to Pumona, a 
hospital official said Saturday. 
Claims that these 44 deaths tall 
into the ‘questionable category con­ 
cern me a great d e a l , ” said Kan 
Harrison, assistant to the hospital 
medical director 
“In our minds perhaps six would 
fall into the questionable category» 
but not 44 
•We know for certain 23 of those 


deaths were placed in that category 
due to the fact coronor’a reports or 
autopay reports or outstanding infor­ 
mation from a lab technician or a 
physician were not complete.” 
Harrison said it j* not yet con 
firmed, but an infection which may 
have spread through the children s 
unit may be accountable for 11 
deaths there “But we don't have 
those reports yet,” he explained 
Harrison said two nurses, one from 
the state Department of Consumer 
Affairs and another from Patton 


State Hospital arrived at Pacific 
State on Nov. 4 and spent nearly a 
month going over th** death records. 
“They impounded our records to 
do this research,” said Harrison 
He pointed out that deaths had oc­ 
curred at the hospital as far back m 
six months ago and we have not yet 
received report* on them irurn the

“I feel we may have as many as 36 
deaths over the three-year period at

MIAMI (AP) - Happy birthday. 
Mary Ann Vecchio 
Happv birthday, sobbing girl in the 
Kent State photograph. 
Happy birthday, girl in trouble, 
symbol of troubled youth. 
Still troubled and still in trouble. 
Mary Ann Vecchio turned 21 on 
Saturday. 
& 
“I hope my birthday separates my 
old life from the new one I'm trying 
to put together.” says Mary “I'm 
trying to change, trying to grow up 
It’s not easy, and sometimes it 
scares me 
*‘I just want to be known as Mary, 
not Mary from Kent State ” 
She has come a long way from that 
day in 11170 when she kneeled in the 
blood of a student killed by National 
Guardsmen during an antiwar 
demonstration at Kent State Univer­ 
sity. 
She was a 14-year-old runaway and 
would-be flower child when she cried 
over his body and threw up her arms 
in despair and disbelief 
That photograph of Mary won a 
P u litzer P rize and appeared 
worldwide 
She says it turned her life into hell, 
with torrents of hate mail and har­ 
assment She was called a ‘‘Com­ 
munist bitch.” a “dirtv hippy,” a 
whore 
“Too bad it wasn’t you that got 
s h o t,” said one venom ous, 
anonymous writer whose senti­ 
ments were echoed many times 
Six years later, growing up is com­ 
ing slowly to Mary Ann Vecchio, the 
girl who was equated by some with 
the youth movement 
“Now, I can read those things 
about me and not burst into tears.’ 
says Mary “I can feel sorry for the 
person who wrote them I can accept 
that some people don’t like me 
“I don't have the nightmares, and I 
try not to look at the picture 
anymore.” 
For the first time in years, the 
tygh school dropout is thinking of 
sohooi and has registered for junior 
college in January 
-The grossly overweight girl in 
f lowered blue jeans has lost 100 
pounds, found a steady boyfriend and 
wears pretty clothes 
Her once heavy face now looks 
strikingly gaunt, with hollow cheeks 
and deep but lively eyes Friends say 
she looks a little like Joan Baez or 
Cher Bono 
But the record isn't good, and 
Mary has a long way to go She is (Hit 
of work and out of money. 
She faces charges of prostitution 
and massaging without a license 
stemming from her arrest in Oc­ 
tober at a Miami massage parlor 
She pleaded innocent and was 
ordered to stand trial on Dec 16 
She refuses to discuss it except to 
say it marks the end of a time she 
she wants to leave behind. 
In 1973 she pleaded no contest to a 
charge of offering to commit 
prostitution 
Today, Mary is living in a suburb 
with the family of Allen Lemer, 
former manager of the massage 
parlor where she was arrested She 
moved in after they were arrested 
and the place closed 
“Mary Ann is a wonderful person 
who needs love and understanding 
and needs to be left alone,” says his 
wife, Denise 
Mary Ann is dating their »year 


old son, Bif. who is in training to be a 
security guard 
Their 19-year-old 
daughter, Leslie, convinced Mary 
Ann to enter junior college 
She wants to study acting and 
theater Having already achieved a 
certain dubious stardom, Mary ad­ 
mits: "I’d like to be a star, but a 
good star, someone people really ad­ 
mire.” 
Standing outside their tiny tract 
home at night, listening to the rustle 
of palms and grasses and looking up 
into the warm sky, Mary says: “I’m 
glad to be out here and away from 
the city. It was driving me into the 
alleys and comers and crevices of 
life ” 
The police drove her out of Miami, 
she adds, and sbe was glad to go 
“Out here, it’s more peaceful. I 
can watch the shooting stars at night 
and wish on them . I'm into 
astrology " 
The years since Kent State have 
been confused “I’ve been so wrap 
Tped up and troubled.” says Mary, 
petting one of the six family cats 
"It’s been like trying to get out of a 
big paper bag 
“I've been wary and holding back 
from people I’m just starting to 
relate to people now.” 
Mary sees herselt as a victim She 
is hitter about “had publicity, bad 
breaks, bad luck and the way my life 
turned out so far.” 
She compares her situation to that 
of Fatty Hearst, another symbol of 
radicalism, saying “Fatty shouldn t 
have gotten breaks, but she had 
money. I didn t. If you’re poor like 
me, they nail you to the cross ” 
She complains of police and press 
harrassment 
But some people who have known 
Mary say that from the beginning, 
she was a troubled girl from a 
troubled family and was headed lor 
trouble with or without Kent State 
Mary herselt admits 
“ I don t 
know if I can blame it all on Kent 
Slate, but that started it.” And. she 
laughs. “It sure put Opa Locka on the 
inap " 
One of six children of a strict port 
authority forem an, Mary was 
restless and bored in Opa Locka. a 
fading, stucco city out of Hollywood 
and the Arabian Nights 
She wanted out of an uneasy fami 
ly, was captivated by the antiwar 
movement, and ran — away from 
home, rather than toward activist 
poliUcs. 
She almost strayed into the Kent 
State protest, stumbled upon death 
and slammed into reality 
“I didn t know what it meant to 
die,” sbe said, driving toward a 
North Miami Beach night club where 
sbe wanted to listen to music and 
dance. 
“After that, 1 sort of went crazy.” 
she said Sbe ran some more, was 
sent home to her parents, went to a 
juvenile home, couldn't settle down 
and ran away again 
This time, her travels took her 
hitchhiking around the country, and 
sbe creased it seven times between 
her 16th and 17th years It read like a 
counterculture travel log 
the 
Haight-Ashbury in San Francisco, 
Telegraph Avenue in Berkeley and 
the East Village in New York 
“I bad a great tune traveling 
around,“ says Mary, and I wouldn't 
want to be too settled down 
“But it’s time to put away the dolls 
and grow up I'm trying ”

Chino teachers to 
vote on choice of 
labor negotiator

More than 500 Chino teachers will 
cast ballots Tuesday to decide which 
of two rival certificated groups will 
represent them in labor negotiations 
with the school board 
They also will have the option of 
choosing “no representative” as 
specified in the state’s new collec­ 
tive bargaining law 
The law says an election must be 
held if two teacher groups are claim­ 
ing to be sole representative Each 
has noted that it represents more 
than 50 per cent of teachers within 
the Chino Unified School District 
An important factor has been that 
since two teacher groups were vying 
to negotiate with the school board, 
teachers have had no negotiations 
and thus no salary increase this year 
Campaign rhetoric has heated up 
in recent weeks between the two 
rivals, the Chino Federation of 
Teachers (CFT) and the Associated

But now many 
American businessmen are finding that productivity also 
rises when jobs are designed so that labor has a greater 
sense of satisfaction and respect.

Some old notions about 
work are changing. 
Like the idea that labor 
and management must 
always be at odds. Or that 
a person will produce more 
if he is placed before a 
bigger, faster machine Or 
that many jobs will always 
be dull and routine, their 
holders consigned to lives 
of quiet desperation. 
In there stead, a new 
philosophy of work is 
developing at hundreds of 
factories, mines and as­ 
sembly lines across the 
country. 
To many workers it has 
ended the 4 o'clock rush to 
the parking lot; and to 
many employers, it has 
lead to the discovery that 
fewer workers are calling 
in sick or showing up late 
or filing grievances or that 
output is rising and the 
accident rate is declining. 


It wasn’t that way three 
years ago in the hot dirty 
tunnels of the Rushton 
Mining Co s mine thou­ 
sands of feet beneath 
Oceola Mills. Pa. 
“ When a machine broke 
down or a shuttle car got 
busted, or supplies were, 
late, or the boss wasn t 
around, the guys would Just 
sit around and wait, until 
told what to do next,'’ 
m in er M ark N a y lo r 
recalled 
•We did what the boss 
told us to do and only what 
he told us to do 
If we 
goofed, it was his fault ' 
Accidents and absen­ 
teeism 
w ere 
ris in g 
while coal output was fall­ 
ing, 
and tra d itio n a l 
management methods 
weren’t working 
Warren 
Hinks. Rushton’s presi­ 
dent, heard about the 
"autonomous team 
con­ 
cept being tried in British 
mines, and jumped at the 
idea. 
In stages, on an ex­ 
perimental basis, the three 
seven-man crews that 
clawed at one of the mine s 


original mine sections In

quality of work experi­

Because of the diversity 
of names for the concept, 
locating the companies 
adopting it is something 
like asking a haystack 
what it calls needles be­ 
fore starting to search for 
them. Mills says. 
Confounding the effort is 
the fact that many com­ 
panies have experienced 
such a sharp increase in 


productivity after In* 
stituting quality of work 
programs that they don’t 
want their competitors to 
hear about it, he says. 
Others see them as a way 
to keep a union out or 
weaken an existing union, 
and don’t want their 
motives publicized 
Nevertheless. Mills es­ 
timates between 2.000 and 
3.000 companies, large and 
small, have made serious 
efforts to make work more 
satisfying, meaningful and 
productive 
“ We get more and more 
calls every day from com­ 
panies who are feeling that 
they’ve got to get into this 
field in a hurry.” he says 
• And I think organized 
labor is going to get more 
involved ’ 
Enthusiasm in industry 
is not altruistic 
E x ­ 
ecutives have found it 
makes good business 
sense 
That realization 
may have been induced by 
the recent recession. Mills 
believes. 
It has always been as­ 
sumed that an increase in 
plant machinery will make 
each worker turn out more 
units in the same amount 
of time 
In the recent economic 
slump, when money for 
new machines was tight. 


many managers turned to 
improving the other key in­ 
put of production — human 
labor — to in crease 
productivity It cost very 
little to try 
“ We want to increase 
human productivity by 
d esig n in g

for 
hum ans," said Louis 
O’Leary, of the human 
resource development 
department at American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
* We do know that there 
are productivity payoffs 
when work is designed 
properly.'* 
In the more than 10 years 
it has been studying job 
design. AT&T's efforts 
have reached tens of thou- 
sands of o p e ra to rs , 
telephone installers and 
engineers in every part of 
the country. 
The company’s in-depth 
analysis of its Jobs has led 
to three basic concepts, 
loosely tagged modular, 
feedback and power to act, 
The modular approach is 
to make each job naturally 
complete 
Employes who 
assemble phone books, for 
example, are sometimes 
assigned the entire book A 
to Z, Instead of just a part 
Installers may be as­ 
signed a regular “ turf

Nursing homes plagued 
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months ago, said,

SACRAMENTO <AP) - 
Too many drugs, too little 
care, and living conditions 
that are sometimes un­ 
clean and occasionally dan­ 
gerous typify most nursing 
homes in California, state 
officials say. 
Many nursing homes and 
smaller private facilities 
for the elderly, mentally ill 
and retarded are "just as 
bad, if not worse" than 
state mental hospitals, 
says Kathy Nater, the 


state Health Department s 
patients’ rights advocate 
Health officials say state 
supervision of the homes 
was lax under Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and was no better 
under Gov. Edmund Brown 
Jr. until a crackdown start­ 
ed several months ago. 
Nursing home industry 
officials say conditions are 
bad in only a small fraction 
of homes, and blame most 
of their problems on the 
state’s refusal to increase 
Medi-Cal funding 
Most attention in the

talking about is, whatever 
you do, you ought to have 
the opportunity to do it as 
an adult and not as a 
child."

— Many doctors who 
visited nursing tomes wily 
once a month, and paid lit­ 
tle attention to the treat­ 
ment or condition of their 
patients. 


Nursing homes serve 
107,000 Californians who 
are judged to have no acute 
illness 
that 
needs 
hospitalization, but who 
need long-term care that 
can’t be given at home. 
Their average age is 85 
Community care facil­ 
ities, with more than 
twice that many residents, 
care for other elderly as 
well as the mentally 
retarded and mentally ill 
who have been discharged 
from institutions Many of 
them are private tomes 
run by families. The state 
started licensing them only 
recently, and has no train­ 
ing standards yet for their 
staff. 
Both institutions have 
proliferated in the nearly 
10 years since Reagan 
started his state mental 
hospital cutbacks. 
And from the start, there 
have been complaints that 
the state was spending lit­ 
tle money or attention on 
the patients who were 
released from the hospi­ 
tals to the community. 
The horror stories aside, 
what are typical conditions 
like? 
Dr. Chalene Herrington, 
the new deputy state health 
director in charge of licen­ 
sing nursing homes and 
community care facilities, 
says she thinks more than 
half of them are substand­ 
ard 
‘ There are a lot of peo­ 
ple in the nursing home 
business and board and 


care 
business 
th at 
shouldn’t be there," she 
says. "They cut corners to 
increase their profits. 
She also says virtually 
every nursing home resi­ 
dent is overdrugged, a 
situation she blames on 
doctors as well as the 
tomes 
But the nursing tome in­ 
dustry says only 5 to 10 per 
cent of the homes are bad. 
and that percentage would 
drop if Brown would in­ 
crease state funding. 
“The state isn’t willing 
to put the same dollars into 
nursing homes as they are 
into their own facilities,” 
says Dr. Howard Worley, 
executive vice president of 
the industry group, the 
California Health Facil­ 
ities Association. 
Worley, who until 1972 
held the Health Depart­ 
ment job Ms Herrington 
now has. says the recently 
increased state reim­ 
bursement rate of $24 per 
MediCal patient each day 
wasn't enough for ade­ 
quate staffing. 
"That’s for meals and 24- 
tour care," be says. “Have 
you stayed in a hotel 
lately?" 
But Ms. Herrington says 
many nursing tomes are 
managing fine on the 
current state allotment. 
And Brown isn’t likely to 
increase it. 
Community care facil­ 
ities get even less 
from the state — $9 or $10 
per patient for family 


homes in Los Angeles, said 
Max Factor, a deputy city 
attnrnev 
Factor was hearing of­ 
ficer at recent city hear­ 
ings on the subject. He said 
administrators of 11 nurs­ 
ing tomes, nearly one of 10 
in the city, and three 
hoard-and-care homes have 
been prosecuted and con­ 
victed since the hearings. 
Some of the violations 
were sanitary, Factor said, 
but a more ce n tral 
problem was underpaid, 
untrained and insufficient 
staff. 
“ Patients come from 
hospitals with emotional 
problems and orderlies, 
who are getting the 
minimum wage in most 
cases, don’t know tow to 
cope," he said. 
“The ward becomes like 
a zoo. One of the normal 
responses is to give 
everybody a little extra 
Thorazine " 
The hearing records also 
show three cases of nurses' 
aides accused of assaulting 
emotionally disturbed 
patients. In one case, 
witnesses said, an aide 
dumped a bowl of ice 
cream on the face of a 
taunting patient. 
Factor said there were 
other cases of suspicious 
injuries, but it was difficult 
to prosecute with an elder 
ly and sometimes mentally 
disturbed patient as the 
only witness. He said some 
injured patients also were 
reluctant to testify for fear 


of retaliation. 
Los Angeles County 
licenses its own nursing 
homes, though the state 
has started studying them. 
Factor said that until 
recently, the state's at­ 
titude has been to try to 
educate the industry in­ 
stead of regulating it 
“ It’s government by 
crisis," he said. "Unless 
people are dying and the 
press publicizes it, other 
things have a higher pri­ 
ority." 
Ms. Herrington, who was 
promoted to her job three 


months ago, said, "There 
was confusion in the past 
about whether we were a 
consultation unit as op­ 
posed to enforcement. 
But some of the Health 
Department’s recent ac­ 
tivism has touched nursing 
tomes. 
Armed with an 18-month- 
old law that hasn’t been 
used much, state inspec­ 
tors have started dropping 
in on nursing tomes unan­ 
nounced. Some violators 
are getting stiff fines, and 
in at least two cases the 
Continued on Pg.

By BILL PARDLE 
Associated Press Writer 
DEJW ER (A P )-U n d er 
the blanket of indecision on 
capital punishment there 
slumbers a market for 
death machines. 
So Horace Jackson still 
keeps the faded, three- 
page instructions on how to 
operate a gas chamber in a 
drawer of his cluttered 
d eslf at E ato n M etal 
Products Co. 
It’s been more than 20 
years since Eaton, the only 
domestic producer, turned 
otit ope of its le th a l 
chambers. But Jackson has 
the diagram of valves for 
the chamber his company 
bpilt for the state of 
Maryland in 1955. 
Since the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled in July that 
capital punishment is con­ 
stitutional in certain cases, 
he’s had a number of in­ 
quiries from prison offi­ 
cials Iround the country, 
»id even abroad. 
The latest was from a 
Taiwan prison official who 
had Seen th e E a to n 
chamber at San Quentin 
and wanted to know how to 
gft one for his country. 
Before that, Jackson, vice 
president of manufactur­ 
ing, had a query from 
Kansas and Oregon. Capi­ 
tal punishment in Kansas 
is by hanging. Oregon 
doesn’t have a death pen­ 
alty, tpit some in that state 
\gere thinking about enact­ 
ing one 


“Inquiries, but nothing 
firm ,’’ Jackson says, ad­ 
ding he isn’t eager to start 
production again. 
For one thing, he expects 
environmentalists will be 
looking over the company’s 
shoulder. 
“I presume they’re going 
to get a good deal fussier 
about the type of material 
we use. I think we’d have 
to e n lis t th e aid of 
chemists to decide how 
much gas could be dis­ 
persed in the air after the 
execution.” 
Eaton has built all gas 
chambers since 19S3. most­ 
ly for the 11 states whose 
laws specify this form of 
execution; An zona, Cali­ 
fornia, Colorado, Mary­ 
land, M ississippi, M is­ 
souri, Nevada, New Mex­ 
ico, North Carolina, Rhode 
Island and Wyoming; 21 
states use electric chairs, 
six hanging and one — 
Utah — death by firing 
squad or hanging. Eleven 
states don't have the death 
penalty. 
Gas chambers were only 
a sideline for Eaton, which 
makes many far less exotic 
items — petroleum tanks 
and antipollution equip­ 
ment. 
At any rate, you don’t go 
out and sell gas chambers, 
Jackson says 
“Usually our inquiries 
come from persons respon­ 
sible at the penitentiary. 
We certainly don’t push

“ The lack of c o m ­ 
munication between those 
two organizations allows 
lousy administrators to 
continue to function,” says 
one state investigator, who 
asked not to be identified 
“They get fired from one 
home and go to work in 
another.” 


Within nursing homes 
themselves, responsibility 
for medical decisions can 
be difficult to pin down 
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Besides environmental 
concerns, Jackson has 
other reservations, 
He favors changing the 
mechanics of the machine 
so that the identity of the

known The last chamber 
had only one lever that 
dropped the cyanide pellets 
into acid, releasing the 
gas 
“ We are somewhat dis­ 
turbed about who pulls the 
handle,” 
Jackson says 
He’s bound to have men­ 


tal problems . . . We re 
trying to fix a way so no 
one knows who’s the one 


Jackson suggests three 
levers, only one of which 
will really work. 
Jackson refused to dis­ 
cuss his view of capital 
punishment “My own per­ 
sonal opinion regarding it

“But we don't want to 
hide behind the cliche that 
if we didn't do it, someone 
else would ... We do think 
it’s a far more humane 
method of execution than 
the gallows.” 
Thirty-two men — no 
women — have been ex­ 
ecuted in the two gas 
chambers built by Eaton 
for the Colorado State 
Penitentiary. The first one, 
manufactured in 1983, was 
replaced 22 years later. 
The original machine was 
used as a grain storage bin 
for a while. 
Three men are now resi­ 
dents of Colorado’s Death 
Row, with preparations be- 


ing made for a fourth. All 
four cases are on appeal. 
Throughout the nation, 
more than 200 men and 
women wait on Death 
Rows, sentenced to death. 
North Carolina, which uses 
a gas chamber, has the 
most: more than 60. 
The last man executed in 
the United States — before 
the Supreme Court out­ 
lawed capital punishment 
until last July — died in the 
state penitentiary at Canon 
City, Colo., on June 2,1967. 
He was Luis Jose Mange, 49, 
a native of Puerto Rico, who 
confessed to murdering his 
pregnant wife and three of 
their 10 children. 
Monge died in a six-sided 


chamber 
with 
five 
bulletproof windows. With 
its dome and vault-like 
door, the machine looks 
like something out of a 
Jules Veme fantasy. 
Nine years after Monge’s 
death, the pale green 
chamber is hidden behind a 
plywood screen on the 
fourth floor of the prison. 
Eaton got into the gas 
chamber business after the 
legislature voted to stop 
hanging condemned men 
and kill them with 
hydrocyanic acid gas in­ 
stead. Instead of bringing 
quick death with a snap of 
the neck, hanging often 
killed by strangulation 
lasting almost half an 


hour. 
The gas chamber was 
billed as a more humane 
method. And so Colorado 
followed Nevada, which 
had abandoned its electric 
chair in 1921. The first at­ 
tempt was made in 1924 in 
a 40-year-old stone shed 
that was once a butcher 
shop. 
Authorities had mixed 
feelings about the results. 
The victim apparently died 
six minutes after the gas 
was turned on, but it was 
more than two hours 
before the shed was clear 
of gas and physicians could 
certify death. 
But Colorado’s top prison 
official, Rov Best, was 


convinced of the new 
method’s merits and 
worked with Eaton of­ 
ficials to design a chamber 
— one with three seats. 
The closest the state 
came to using all three 
chairs at once was in 1935. 
Leonard Lee Belongia 
asked to die with two 
friends by moving his ex­ 
ecution up three weeks. 
His request was dented. 
The last Eaton gas 
chamber, bought by 
Maryland in 1955, cost 
about $25:000, Jackson said 
“The current price would 
be easily three times 
that,” he said. 
Jackson 
testing 


procedures will remain the 
same if another chamber is 
built. “They usually test 
with a pig,” Jackson said. 
“Our oldtimers say a pig is 
the hardest thing to kill. 
Pigs can eat propane they 
can even eat cyanide but 
cannot steadily breathe 
it.” 
Eaton was granted a pa­ 
tent for its original gas 
chamber design in 1957. 
The patent has since ex­ 
pired.

'Deck the halls' 
with tennis balls 
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NEW YORK (AP) - 
“Deck the halls with tennis 
balls” seems to be the pop­ 
ular theme for Santa Claus 
on this year’s Christmas 
greeting cards, according 
to the National Associ­ 
ation of Greeting Card 
Publishers. 
While the jolly chap from 
the North Pole is expected 
to make house calls as 
usual on Christmas Eve, it 
may take some doing to get 
him off the tennis court 
and into the sleigh, ac­ 
cording to Harry J. 
Cooper, executive director 
of the association, who 
adds, "It’s obvious that 
Santa’s heavily involved in 
the sport that s bounced 
across the nation 
Santa’s current interest 
in tennis is among the 
findings of an informal sur­ 
vey of the group, whose 
members are quick to spot 
trends on the American 
scene, Cooper says. 
Among other trends he 
reports are: a distinct 
return to the traditional; 
closer ties with family and 
friends, and a less cynical 
lifestyle than in recent 
years 
A marked difference in 
attitudes is reflected in 
this year's cards as com­ 
pared with 1971, the survey 
shows. Five years ago, the 
motion picture “ Easy 
R i d e r ’’ p ra is e d the 
nomadic life of motorcycle 
drifters. At that time, one 
card publisher portrayed a 
s u p e r c h a r g e d Santa 
astride a hopped-up motor­ 
bike. Another Santa of that 
era wore a gas mask as a 
protest against pollution. 
Still another advised his 
followers to “deck your 
pad with neon glad.” 
"The tenor of the times 
has changed,’’ notes 
1 
Cooper. “During the Viet­ 
nam war, cynicism was 
widespread and protests 
were rampant. This year’s 
cards seem to be a har­ 


binger of a more peaceful 
era, a desire to reunite 
family and friends and to 
celebrate the joy of living 
with taste, discretion and 
understatement.” 
Religious themes, the 
Nativity and the tableaux 
of the Three Wise Men con­ 
tinue in popularity, ac­ 
cording to Cooper. He 
points out, however, that 
there are literally thou­ 
sands of designs and senti­ 
ments to choose from this 
year. 
Notable is the prom­ 
inence of black and His­ 
panic greetings, and he 
predicts that a black Moth­ 
er and Child will gain im­ 
mediate favor among a 
vast segment of the pop­ 
ulation. In a similar vein, 
Spanish language cards are 
expected to be popular in 
the Puerto Rican. Cuban, 
Mexican and Dominican 
communities throughout 
the nation. 
Of the more than 40 
greeting card publishers 
who responded to the sur­ 
vey of their association, 
only one thought that Santa 
was being phased out 
"Never,” declared the 
vast majority.

So what can a person do in such a 
situation? 
Miss Nare is attending night clas­ 
ses at Chalfey adult school in add» 
tion to her regular daytime classes 
at Upland. 
If ail goes well, she has a chance ot 
catching up with her fellow students. 
“This is a good example of what 
adult education is all about, ” said 
f*rinctpal A1 Schoenbom “It allows 
a student who has suffered a serious 
illness an opportunity to catch up 
A look at the Chaffey adult school 
program, however, reveals there are 
many examples ot what the program 
is ali about And the examples are as 
interesting and varied as the stu­ 
dents themselves 
More than 2.500 students attend 
classes sponsored by the adult 
school Classes are taught at 20 loca­ 
tions in the district, including 
schools five high Chaffey . Upland, 
Montclair. Ontario, and Alta Loma 
Other locations where classes are 
offered include co n v alescen t 
hospitals, churches, 
elementary 
schools and mobile borne parks 
Schoenbom explained the* reason 
for offering classes at a number of 
location* was to allow elderly, non 
English speaking, and culturally dis­ 
advantaged adults the opportunity to 
take advantage of the program 
“Our primary goal is still to offer 
an academic curriculum for those 
persons who never had the chance to 
brush high school," said Schoeburn 
“ But we do have a number of stu 
dents taking classes for reasons 
other than a diploma 
“ What we try to do is meet the 
needs of the community If enough 
people express an interest in a par 
tit ular area erf study we will attempt 
to add it to our program " 
Included in the adult school offer­ 
ings are such classes m business, 
psychology, automotive, sewing, 
metal and jewelry, photography and 
foreign language*. 
One of the fastest growing areas ol 
instruction is in the basic education 
program funded by the federal 
government 
“ This program is composed 
primarily of Spanish speaking adults 
jnd is novel in that it attempts to 
«hicflte people to speak the English 
language, to leers about our culture 
and to be aware of the opportunities 
that exist to improve their own 
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health, education and welfare, said 
Schoenbom 
For those interested in a diploma, 
however, Chaffey adult school is one 
place to get it. 
“We usually graduate between »0 
and 100 students a year,’ 
said 
Schoenbom 
* The high school 
diploma our students receive is as 
good as any other. To our students 
apd their families and friends, 
however, there are few things more 
meaningful 
“In June, we hold a graduation 
ceremony and it is often a very mov­ 
ing aftair To set* an adult who may 
have never dreamed of graduating 
trom high school, walk down that ai­ 
sle to proudly get his diploma, is in 
deed a sight to see ” 
The Chaffey adult school operates 
with a very small staff There are 
approximately W) teachers involved 
in instruction and an office staff of 
three Schoeborn a counselor, Dave 
Kadcliff, and a secretary, Lorraine 
Branson 
• Adults are capable of answering 
the quest ion 'Why am 1 here0 and 
seem to have a much more positive 
approach to education than the 
kids.” says RadcUff, who has worked 
with both 
‘“The adults have a purpose in 
tnmd . . . a goal they want to 
achieve," 
Kadcliff believes the goal of adult 
education should be “ to whet the ap 
petite of the student in his pursuit ot 
Itpowledge 
“We have graduated over a thou 
sand persons from adult school and 
many have gone on to junior college 
or even a four-year college and 
earned a degree th ere,’ 
says 
RadcUff 
“So much of schooling is not so 
much your intelligence as your at 
tftude . . . and It seems to me the 
vast majority of students I have 
talked with have that positive at­ 
titude ’ 
\ One of the unique aspects of adult 
education is the relaxed and inf or 
mal atmosphere of the classes, 
There seems to be more interper­ 
sonal involvement between teacher 
and students than would be lound at 
the regular high school level 
But the seriousness ot purpose is 
perhaps more profound 
“ I see this as a way to better my 
chances for a good job," says Donna /

New controls? 
Area economic experts 
fear trend by Carter

President-elect Jimmy Carter s request to major steel 
producers to roll back their announced six per cent in­ 
crease in Rat-rolled steel prices indicates his probable ac­ 
tions on wage and price controls during the first year in 
office 
Or so say two economic advisers, A James Meigs, 
director, and John Rutledge, associate director of the Ap­ 
plied Financial Economics ( enter at Claremont Men s 
College. 
“There are two obvious reasons for our concern,' 
Meigs said. "Carter has not assumed office, but could not 
wait to start playing a role in industrial pricing decisions, 
and the steel price increase was not far out of line of the 
average rate of increase in the prices ot other goods in the 
economy, which averaged about five per cent so far this 
year " 
Rutledge said “We are worried that this increases the 
chances that we will experience the overexpansion-price

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Temblor country: 
Earthquakes fact of Southland's life

“We’ve got to face the fact that 
Southern California is earthquake 
country,” says Alfred B. Focke, 
professor emeritus at Harvey Mudd 
College in Claremont who has had 
seismology as a hobby for 50 years. 
“We can’t predict earthquakes. We 
can’t prevent them, either. But we 
can make preparations which will 
reduce the number of deaths and the 
amount of damage from them " 
Focke, a widely recognised 
physicist and educator, debunks the 
boasting of Henry Mintura who has 
appeared on a number of television 
programs claiming that he predicted 
the recent earthquake in South 
¡America and telling Californians to 
expect a major earthquake on Dec. 
20. 
The Claremont professor says he 
can find no listing for Minturn in any 
of his professional journals. 
The seismometer and other equip­ 
ment at Harvey Mudd College 
recorded the South American 
earthquake Monday, pinpointing the 
time, location and intensity. 
“ T h e r e 
a r e 
c o n t i n u o u s 
earthquakes along the western 
border of South America, 
Focke 
says. “It would be safe to predict one 
in that area almost every day if you 


didn't take into consideration the in­ 
tensity." 
“Five years ago, the Russians an­ 
nounced that they MIGHT have 
something which MIGHT predict 
earthquakes,” Focke says 
"A 
geological survey station in Menlo 
Park followed the Russian research 
and did predict an earthquake which 
occurred near Hollister. Of course, 
there are alm ost dally minor 
earthquakes In California, too 
Focke savs that China is a leader 
in the field of earthquake prediction 
The study of earthquakes has been 
given high priority in China because 
of the tremendous loss of life from 
them over the years. 
“ Chinese geologists observed 
three to four-inch bulge over an area 
of some 100 square miles and studied 
its effect on earthquakes They have 
been looking at what happens to the 
earth before the quake hits and dur­ 
ing the eruption 
The professor says that Chinese 
scientists did foresee one major 
quake and were able to warn the peo­ 
ple to evacuate buildings, thus 
probably saving many lives. 
"But I wonder bow many heads 
rolled when the Chinese scientists 
missed the recent major quake 
southeast of Peking," says Focke 
“So much for predictions. 


Focke adds that Chinese. Russian 
and other scientists around the world 
willingly share their research on 
eartb-quakes 
The prediction of a Cal Tech 
professor that a major earthquake 
would occur in the are® between 
Fillmore and Mt. Baldy and the 
coast and San Andreas fault before 
April of 1977 has been highly 
publicized 
“Now Cal Tech is saying that the 
continuing data is confusing, but the 
possibility still exists.” says Focke. 
He. too, feels that there should be a 
sizeable quake soon, based upon the 
past history of earthquakes in the 
Southland 
There have been 14 major 
earthquakes to the area between 
Santa Barbara and San Diego since 
records started being kept in 1899 
These include a 1901 quake which 
leveled the Alberhlll Brick Co. south 
of Corona, the 1925 quake which 
destroyed much of Santa Barbara 
and the 1933 quake which almost 
leveled Long Beach. 
More recent damaging quakes 
have occurred in Desert Hot Springs 
in 1948, to Bakersfield to the early 
1950s and in Sylmar in 1971 
Many of the more serious and les­ 
ser quakes have occurred along the 
Cos tin red on pg. 14, Col. 1

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Masses 'ignore 
mass transit 


Three transit engineers went to Washington the 
other day to lecture other engineers and designers 
at a seminar on Mass Transit Structure Design, 
sponsored by the American Iron and Steel Institute. 
They looked into the crystal ball and saw, among 
other things; 
• 
— By the year 2000, commuters gliding to work 
inside streamlined tubes in cars balanced on a 
cushion of air. 
— Personal rapid transit vehicles carrying 10 to 
15 people directly to and from downtown and their 
homes without intermediate stops 
— Computer • controlled systems enabling pas­ 
senger car drivers to enter a highway, plug into the 
system and be automatically directed to their 
destinations. 
— Mass transit cars floating on a magnetic field, 
permitting intercity train speeds as high as 300 
miles an hour 
• 
"This is not idle dreaming, said one of the three. 
“All of these ideas and others are the subject of ex­ 
tensive study and research, both in the U.S. at 
American Iron and Steel Institutes and elsewhere 
as well as abroad ” 
It is no idle dream, that is, in terms of the 
technology needed to make it come true. In terms 
of whipping up public enthusiasm for mass transit, 
however, at present it seems to be the impossible 
dream. 
Transportation experts have learned from urban 
mass transit experiments that just having what ap­ 
pears to be a very useful system doesn’t mean peo­ 
ple will be waiting in line to use it, observes 
IVinceton University engineer Alain Komhauser. a 
member of a team investigating the feasibility of 
automated highways. 
‘'We’ve built plenty of great mass transit systems 
in this country that no one is using,” he says 
In fact, over the past decade the federal govern­ 
ment has spent about $16 billion in subsidies to im­ 
prove or shore up existing transit systems and ex­ 
periment with new ones. 
The results of all this effort in city after city 
suggest that mass transit has been a costly failure, 
charges M. Stanton Evans, writing in the conser­ 
vative weekly, “Human Events." 


For example, $120 million has been spent to up­ 
grade and supplement rail transit systems in 
Chicago, a city geographically suited to fixed-rail 
transit and with a considerable history of rail com­ 
muting 
But while the new or enlarged rail systems have 
attracted more passengers, for the most part they 
have not attracted them out of automobiles. A study 
of one new rapid transit line in Chicago found that 
80 per cent of the passengers had previously used 
bus, rail or a combination of the two; only 8 per 
cent had previously driven private automobiles. 


The experience of San Francisco’s $16 billion 
Hay Area Rapid Transit (BART) has been similar 
The proportion of BART riders attracted from 
aiitos is higher than in Chicago — 35 per cent vs. 8 
ppr cent — yet some 50 per cent of BART’s 
patronage comes from people wiio used to ride 
buses. 
HART had a deficit of $40 million in fiscal 1976. 
and its effect on total automobile usage has been 
sflght. 
Meanwhile, in the nat ion’s capital, work is slowly 
progressing on the Washington Metro System, an 
elaborate 100-mile subway grid Estimated final 
costs are now at better than $5 billion, the project is 
years behind schedule and only 4.6 miles of the 
system are in use. 


Yet even on this limited basis, the Metro is losing 
some $55,000 a day. 
Maybe when fuel becomes scarce enough, 
automobiles become expensive enough, pollution 
becomes bad enough and our highways become con­ 
gested enough we will embark on a new era of mass 
transportation 


Until then, the futuristic vision the engineers see 
in their crystal ball remains just that — a vision

cables reveal that former CIA Direc­ 
tor Richard Heims, who recently 
resigned as ambassador to Iran, 
tried to help the Iranians halt the 
publication of an anti-government 
newspaper.

We reported earlier that Helms 
had cabled Washington about dosing 
down the “Iran Free Press,” an 
often outrageous anti-shah new­ 
spaper published in the United 
States. 
The helpful Helms was told by 
State Department officials that the 
“matter had been carefully studied, 
but lawyers had concluded that un­ 
der U.S. laws, there was regrettably 
no basis for such action. ’* 
Helms also asked for information 
on Nasser Afshar, publisher of the 
newspaper, who is an American 
citizen 
Now. additional cables in our pos­ 
session indicate that Helms at times 
turned the U.S. embassy into a 
branch office of the Iranian govern­ 
ment. 
In a confidential telegram dated 
May 12. 1973. Helms told the State 
Department that an official of the 
Iranian Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
had demanded to know bow Afshar 
acquired American citizenship. 
The Iranian also petulantly asked 
why the U.S. government would 
“permit a U.S. citizen (to) under­ 
take political activities against a 
friendly country like Iran . . . ?" 
The State Deportment obligingly 
responded that “ Afshar immigrated 
to the U.S. in January, 1946. and was 
naturalized as a U.S. citizen on Aug 
28, 1962.“ Afshar, confided the State 
Department officials, had been issued 
a passport in 1970 after checks with 
the FBI and other federal agencies 
Helms then reported that one of his 
diplomatic aides had been sum 
moned to the Iranian Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs for another lecture 
about Afshar. 
His aide, said Helms, told the Ira­ 
nians that “we have been exploring 
with Washington for some time 
whether action could be taken 
against Iran Free Press, but without 
Success so far.“ 
On May 30, the State Department 
authorized Helms to tell the Iranians 
that “the department agrees that the 
Iran Free Press is * scurrilous 
publication filled with libelous, 
irresp o n sib le and in accu rate 
statements. ‘ 
“ However,’’ warned State Depart­ 
ment bureaucrats, “there are no 
legal steps the U.S. government can 
take against this paper unless and 
until it violates federal law " 
But, the Washington officials ad 
ded, “we are looking into Afshar's 
background through the appropriate 
channels ’’ 


The message was pa,ped on to Ira­ 
nian officials, reported Helms two 
weeks later 
“ Should any further information 
be developed regarding Afshar’s 
background, cabled Helms, “ . . . 
we would appreciate having it.’’

As 
the nation’s largest defense contrac­ 
tor, Lockheed couldn’t exist without 
government work. The company was 
also saved from being blown, 
headlong, down its own wind tunnel 
wheit Congress bailed it out with a 
quarter erf a billion dollars 
Thus Lockheed is on the public 
dole, and its activities, therefore, 
deserve dose public inspection. Thi$ 
is a report on one small activity. 
In 1969, a corporation now known 
as EMMS-Biolex embarked on a 
joint venture» with the California 
division of Lockheed to develop a 
purification process for lossil fuels. 
By treating oil as a microbiological 
compound rather than a mineral, 
several organic Impurities could be 
removed. 
The r e s u lts , according to 
L o c k h e e d ’s own data, were 
astonishing. For a fraction of a pen­ 
ny a gallon, a corrosive slime could 
be removed from jet fuel and. gas­ 
oline This improved the efficfene^ 
of the fuel and made auto exhaust 
emissions cleaner. 
Now Lockheed has been slapped 
with a $10 billion lawsuit because the 
company has done little in seven 
yeurs to develop the process. The 
reason. Bioiex charges, is that 
Lockheed is trying to steal the 
process from Bioiex before develop­ 
ing It. 
A Lockheed spokesman minimized 
both Lockheed’s involvement with 
the project and the lawsuit. The 
project had been shelved for some 
time, be said, because the company 
considered It not worth pursuing

Tom Tiede 
Subject Carter 
to 3rd degree? 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — It should come as no sur­ 
prise that Jimmy Carter is, cross his heart, vowing un- 
precedented cooperation with Congress during his 
presidential term Every executive since Mr Washington 
has made the pledge. One can’t very well begin service in 
the White House by saying Congress is a collection of 
scoundrels, the foster child of special interests, which 
should be quietly ignored 
And yet such promises have about them the stuff of gos­ 
sam er fantasy. It’s remembered that Jerry Ford 
promised love, honor and obedience to Capitol Hill, then 
became the most prolific user of the veto in history. Gen 
tie words aside, most presidents feel, as did Andrew 
Jackson, that they must secure both liberty and the 
“integrity of the Constitution against the Senate, the 
House, or both.’’ 
So it is that the feud between the executive*and 
legislative branches has become the longest continuously 
sardonic crap game in town. Seventeen presidents have 
served in the House, 16 have been in the Senate, and 10 
have had membership in both bodies, but over the 
decades even the familiarities have served to breed con-

It is in an effort to avoid past mistakes, then, that the 
president-elect is opting for a better idea. Already he has 
given his private telephone number to dozens of oongres 
smen. And he's talked of bipartisan consultation. Of more 
interest, however, and meaning, is his assurance that 
members of his cabinet will be required, when invited, to 
go to Congress to respond to questions and demands 
* The cabinet commitment seems solid enough. Carter is 
not suggesting his lieutenants appear merely for cozy 
committee meetings. He says he will direct them to ap 
pear before “joint sessions of Congress, preferably with 
national television coverage.” Quite bold. And unique 
Besides, the plan is unusual in that it is somewhat of a 
steal from anmher — i.e., parliamentary — form of 
government 
It may be that Carter's thoughts for this proposal were 
formed the first time he saw the parliamentary system in 
action. That was in 1973. on a visit to London. Carter 
toured Parliament, and was apparently impressed by the 
body’s “question hour” when either the prime minister or 
members of his cabinet are challenged in the chamber. 
For an American observer, used to the blahs of congres 
sional debate, the parliamentary interrogation can be 
astonishing. Government officials are not only 
questioned, but on occasion are abused Ofteij the assault 
is accomplished by both friend and foe of the administra 
tion. Fistk»uffs are not unprecedented. When he get* es­ 
pecially raucous the Speaker will rescue order by clear­ 
ing the floor. 
In spite of the risks to etiquette. Parliament is a con 
tinuing fascination for some legislators in America. 
Scores of bills have been offered through the years which 
,would r^id the mother country’s lawmaking apparatus for 
ideas. In fact Carter’s vice president. Walter Mondale, 
has suggested the U.S. “look carefully at those aspects of 
the parliamentary system which can be creatively 
, adapted (to our own). ' 


The adoption proposals have inevitably (ailed to attract 
wide interest here, however. Chauvinism rather than 
logic is a reason “If the founders had wanted to copy 
from Britain," said a solon of some year* past, “they’d 
have invited King George’s suggestions." Still in all, 
Carter’s idea may give rise to more reasoned interest 


Even now there are private opinions in (engress that 
the new executive might do well to expand his plan To oc 
casionally appear himself for congressional inquiry And 
it's not a bad notion Whatever the good intentions of new 
presidents, history indicates they soon enough become 
dangerously insulated, which is to say imperialistic 
There’s nothing like the third degree to renew one s 
humility

DEAR DR LAMB - I would ap­ 
preciate it if you would give me 
some information concerning disac- 
charide deficiencies 
I have been 
diagnosed as lacking lactase, 
sucrase and maltase. I can t «at any 
products containing milk, sugar or 
malt. 
I am confused as to what products 
contain malt arto would appreciate it 
if you could tell me where I could 
find out this information 
I know I am lacking certain 
nutrients and am not sure what sub­ 
stitutes I need As of now I am com­ 
pletely bewildered about how to han­ 
dle my problem. I know two of my 
sons have inherited the lactose 
deficiency and perhaps the entire 
problem and I am not sure how to 
feed them 
DEAR READER - While lactase 
deficiency is fairly common, 
resulting in an inability to tolerate 
milk and milk products, lack of the 
other two enzymes is quite rare 
There are three double sugars that 
are common in our foods They are 
lactose from milk, sucrose (ordinary 
sugar) and maltose, a combination 
of two glucose molecules Maltose is 
formed from the breakdown of 
starch from vegetables and cereals. 
A deficiency of these three en­ 
zymes you mention causes difficulty 
in breaking down the double sugars 
into single sugars so they can be ab­ 
sorbed for use When they are not ab­ 
sorbed the double sugars cause gas. 
diarrhea and discomfort. Sometimes 
the deficiency is only partial and the 
individual may still tolerate a 
limited amount of the carbohydrates 


that contain these double sugars 
To help you understand the dif­ 
ferences between single sugars, dou­ 
ble sugars, starch and how all of 
these are related I am sending you 
The Health Letter number 3-8.

and fructose, but unlike in table 
sugar, they exist as single sugars. 
You do not need sucrase to break 
down a double sugar into glucose and 
fructose Your pharmacist may be 
able to get you some pure dextrose 
(glucose) which you can use for 
sugar 
You may be able to use some well 
ripened fruit. Otherwise you will 
need to avoid all the starches and 
foods that contain starch. This in­ 
cludes potatoes and cereals. You 
may want to get some bran for the 
fiber it contains but you will want 
pure bran and won’t be able to use 
breakfast foods for this purpose 
because of their starch content 
Since we don’t digest cellulose you 
can probably eat a limited amount of 
leafy vegetables. You will have to 
learn by experience how much 
tolerance you have to these foods. 
You should take daily vitamins 
because you are not likely to be able 
to eat a balanced diet. You can eat 
any protein and fats, which means 
all the meat group, Including fish and 
poultry You will probably need to 
take additional calcium as milk and 
milk products are the main source 
for these You should he able to use 
eggs but if you have an elevated 
cholesterol you could use a low 
cholesterol egg substitute 
If your lactose intolerance is not 
too severe you might be able to use 
Lact-Aid that I have mentioned 
before, an enzyme that furnishes lac­ 
tase to break down lactose in milk 
before you drink It (obtained from 
Sugar Lo, 3540 Atlantic Ave , Atlantic 
City, NJ 08401).

San Jacinto fault. Focke adds 
He explains that the rising bulge in 
the Mojave Desert is a result of the 
pressure of the Southern California 
shelf coastline against the inner 
areas. Focke says that the San 
Andreas fault which runs through the 
mountain range here is actually the 
boundry betw een the North 
American continent to the east and 
the Pacific plate which includes 
CaUfamia weTt of the fault and the 
ocean floor 
“ Actually, we live on the Califor­ 
nia Island.” Focke says, “ and if we 
could wait long enough, California 
will separate from the rest of the 
country 
“ But it will never fall into the 
ocean, as some people have said. 
There’s no place to fall. 
“ But Lor Angeles is gradually 
moving north toward San Fran­ 
cisco,” be adds. 
Focke explained that the pressure 
caused by the shifting of the Pacific 
plate against the Mojave area does 
result in a compression 
“ The surface rock can be compres­ 
sed just so much, then it will break 
and this is an earthquake, explains 
the professor 
“ History shows that earthquakes 
come in swarms and there have been 
a number of quakes recently all over 
the globe.” be adds. 
The seismometer at Harvey Mudd 
College showed clearly the location 
and magnitude of both the South 


American and Turkey quakes plus 
the strength of recent ones 
throughout California. Much of the 
computations is baaed upon the time 
lag between the compression wave 
and the shear wave, tbe directions

• 
While Focke says he cannont tell 
the public when a quake will occur. 
he can offer some suggestions for 
survival. 
First, don't put heavy objects on 
high shelves where they will become 
weapons flying through the air. 
Second, stay away from windows 
which may shatter. Instead, stand in 
an inside doorway so you can jump 
or crawl either way. 
Third, If you are outside, stay 
there, but don t run outside and risk 
being struck with falling roof tiles or 
chimneys 
Wooden bouses are the safest. 
Focke said, and most structures con­ 
structed since the earthquake safety 
legislation was passed are quite safe 
He also recommends that families 
keep an adequate amount of water 
and other supplies stored in case of 
an emergency 
“ But,” adds Focke, " we still live 
in a civilized community and don t 
need massive stores of food 
* As long as the public realistically 
understands the problems inherent 
in living in an earthquake-prone area 
and acts sensibly, there’s no cause 
for mass panic.-'

Shoestring newspaper to 
give readers mixed fare 


GOLD HELL, Nev. (ATM 
— Harassed newsmen on 
big city papers often 
dream of starting a news 
paper in 
9om e rural 
hamlet. It's tough hut not 
impossible to do, according 
to the publisher of the new 
ly revived Gold Hill News 
David Toll says that 
after more than two years 
of barely scraping by he is 
still in business, with sub­ 
scriptions for the colorful 
weekly Inching upward — 
and he’s only $88 In the red. 


Along the way, the paper 
has picked up more than a 
dozen Nevada State Press 
Association awards for 
c o m m u n it y s e r v i c e , 
columns, photography and 
other features. 
Toll, a journalism school 
dropout, savs the 
Nows 
started as a daily in 1868 
during the famed Com­ 
stock Lode mining boom. 
Printing stopped in 1882. 
Toll revived the paper as 
a bimonthly In 1974, 
apologizing for the lengthy 


delay 
The paper, which 
combines straight report­ 
ing with whimsical yam- 
spinning, was a quick hit in 
this area, which had been 
without any paper for more 
than a year. 
But the total population 
of Gold Hill and nearby 
Virginia City, Sliver City 
and Dayton — the paper’s 
main markets — is less 
than 1.300 Gold Hill Is the 
. smallest, with 37 residents. 
Toll has tried with some 
success to broaden circula­ 


tion and increase revenues 
About 2.000 copies are now 
sold weekly. Even so, tne. 
paper went into forced » 
hibernation last winter. 
Printing on a weekly basis 
resumed last June. 
Toll thinks he can keep 
printing this winter 
But 
the $10 yearly subscrip­ 
tions. newsstand sales and 
advertising revenues still 
don't quite cover the 
a-week production cost.

Elizabeth Blackwell dis­ 
turbed the status quo, Mias 
Truman writes, much as 
Mias Truman herself did 
when she tried to become a 
singer “Could 1 ... have 
endured the loneUneus and 
d is c o u ra g e m e n t that 
Elizabeth Blackwell had to 
put up with in her 
struggle? ... I doubt it very 
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pleases her most was the 
timing. 
“I’m very happy he was 
alive to see it,” said Mrs 
Darnel, whose father died 
in 1972 Now she says that 
she tries to get back to 
Independence as often as 
she can to visit her mother, 
Bess Truman. 
Her eldest son. Clifton 
Daniel Jr., is currently 
working at CBS. taking a 
year off from college The 
next two sons are in prep 
schools and the youngest is 
enrolled in a private school 
in Manhattan 
’’They were conditioned 
to that early on I told them 
anyone's grandfather could 
have been president. As 
boys, they were around 
other chiidren who also 
had famous grandfathers ” 
In her new book, Mrs. 
Daniel writes: ’’The 
women I've chosen to 
write about ... share one 
transcendent quality All of 
them in some way. at some 
time, acted courageously ’’

Daniel. “ I 
recently drove by it and 
didn't even look at it.” 
Besides her music, Mrs. 
Daniel has acted in sum­ 
mer stock and has written 
about her White House life 
(one book, “ Harry S. 
Truman,’’ was a best 
seller) in the years since 
her famous dad told off the 
critic who said she couldn’t

She dreads being asked 
to speculate on what her 
father would have done on 
this or that situation, a 
game she refuses to play. 
“I never spoke for him

Spring would be tim e 
enough to resume the rout 
oi what was left of George 
Washington s army, en­ 
camped across the river in 
Pennsylvania, 
Left minding the British 
front was Gen. Jam es 
G rant with 3,000 men, 
mostly Hessians, half at 
Bordentown under Col 
Carl von Donop, the rent 
nix miles north at Trenton 
under Col. Johan Gottlieb 
Kail 
Before sailing for home 
leave in B ritain, Lord 
Cornwallis warned Kali to 
” be on your guard against 
an unexpected attack on 
Trenton,” and von Donop 
urged Hall to dig redoubts 
at the city's approaches 
Grant scoffed. He as­ 
s u r e d Hall t h a t the 
Americans "are in fact 
alm ost naked, dying of 
cold, without blankets and 
very ill supplied with 
provisions 1 could hardly 
believe that Washington 
would venture at this 
season of the year to pass 
the Delaware .. 
And if he did? 
"F udge'” snorted Hall. 
"These country clowns 
cannot whip us. ” 
On Christmas day, Hall 
pouted a few pickets and 
went to the home of a local 
Tory to celebrate with 
some of his officers 
Thai evening a young 
man from across the river 
came to the house and 
asked to see Hall A ser 
vant said the colonel could 
not be disturbed 
The 
young man left a note The 


next day the note was 
found in Hall s pocket, ap­ 
parently unread. It mat­ 
tered not. Rail was dead. 


As C h r i s t m a s and 
G r a n t ’s H essians a p ­ 
proached, 
Philadelphians 
left that nearby city in 
droves Congress evacuat­ 
ed to Baltimore. Richard 
Stockton of New Jersey, a 
signer of the Declaration 
of Independence, even re­ 
nounced the war and urg­ 
ed Americans to do like­ 
wise His state's assembly 
disbanded so its members 
could save Uieinselves 
Washington stood alone 
On leaving, Congress had 
voted the general "full 
power to order and direct 
all things relative to the 
department and to the 
operation of war ’ He was 
virtually military dictator. 
But of what? Half his 
men were unfit for duty 
Dysentery was epidemic. 
Many of the men had jaun­ 
dice or venereal disease 
There was a new ailment 
called "linen flam e.” a 
rash brought, on by wet 
shirts. The men were un­ 
shaven and their hair so 
long they braided it. 
Washington offered his 
men a bounty of $10 each if 
they would stay with him 
another six weeks and 
p r o m i s e d 
to 
p aw n 
everything he owned to pay 
for it out of his own pocket 
If they left him when their 
enlistments were up Jan. 1, 
he would be down to 1.300 
men. 
So he scoured 0 » Jersey 
countryside for wayward 
rebels. He found Sullivan's 
wandering army of 2,000, 
and o rd e re d them to 
spruce up and march into 
his dispirited camp with 
fife and drum He found

William Smallwood, 
who went off to Maryland 
and recruited 100 more.

Philadelphia to fetch 6,000 
men If be had to pick them 
off the streets The aide

Near Princeton lived

Honeyman had been in 
Trenton, selling cattle, and 
noticed there w ere no 
redoubts at the head of the 
t o w n ’s 
m a i n 
thoroughfares. King and 
Queen streets 
He a r­ 
ranged to have himself 
caught by two American 
officers as a suspected 
British spy. He was taken 
to Washington, and the two 
talked in private for an 
hour.

Wasmngton met 
with his chief lieutenants 
the night of Dec 23 They 
discussed every poten­ 
tiality and came to a con­ 
clusion . 
All or nothing Christmas 
night, 
B e nja m in Rush had 
come up from Philadelphia 
to visit Washington and 
saw a scrap of paper on 
which the general had been 
scribbling drop to the floor 
It was the password for tin* 
a t t a c k .

Trenton was a town of 
about 100 houses, all taken 
over by Hessians. King and 
Queen streets ran up from 
the river, almost converg­ 
ing where they intersected 
the road from the north 
Cannon at the head of King 
and Queen streets could 
fire simultaneously down 
both Hall might have had 
a redoubt there, but didn't.

Instead of returning to 
their makeshift huts after 
a late afternoon formation, 
Washington led his 2.400 
men and 18 cannon to 
McKonkey s Ferry where 
boats were waiting.

By 11 p.m snow, sleet 
and rain began falling 
heavily, The men plunged 
into the river to wade 
ashore and sat huddled on 
the river bank, their cloth­ 
ing turning to ice 
"It will be a terrible 
night for the soldiers who 
have no shoes," a staff of­ 
ficer wrote 
"Som e of 
them have tied old rags 
around their feet, but 1 
have not heard a man com­ 
plain ...

Ultimate yacht 
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'Round-the-world' in one-man boat 
LONG BEACH, Calif. 
(AP) — There are yacht 
races and there are yacht 
races. Now someone is 
organizing what may be 
the last word in yacht 
races: ‘Round the world in 
a single-handed boat 
“That, I suppose, is the 
ultimate boat race,” said 
Bob Lengyel, a swarthy 50- 
year-old seaman who plans 
to enter that race in 18 
months in a 26-foot, single­ 
masted Dawson-26. It’s the 
same boat Lengyel used in 
the 
England-to-America 
run ealier this year. 
“ I t’ll be lonely out 
there,” he said a bit wist­ 
fully. “ It’ll take about 
seven months, with four 
stops for rest.” Details 
haven’t been worked out, 
but Lengyel can wait. The 
sea is his life. 
Lengyel, unlike most 
other skippers who enter 
such races, is not wealthy. 
In fact, he’s a throwback to 
another era, a character 
out of a John Masefield 
poem or a Joseph Conrad 
novel. 
“ I own my boat, the 
‘Prodigal’,'' he said, “and 
all of this.” pointing to a 
weathered canvas bag. 
“That’s it. Everything I 
own 
I don’t need more 
than that, do I?” 
Single-handed yacht rac­ 
ing isn’t an afternoon lark. 
Thirty-eight of the 125 boats 
that started the Observer 
Singlehanded Trans- 
Atlantic Race last June 5 
withdrew. Two persons 
died, many were injured.. 


Lengyel was the last of 
73 skippers who finished in 
under 50 days, and some of 
the veteran racers said he 
should never have made it 
because he raced with 
almost no sophisticated 
ocean gear 
“The sea is my life,” he 
said. “I mean, It’s like a 
woman you love but you 
can’t trust. I’ve been at sea 
all my life, since I was 16 
when I lied about my age 
and joined the Merchant 
Marines. 
“I love her, but I know 
she can kill me, Yeah. I 
know. I’m romantic as 
hell. But I don’t think peo­ 
ple today think the same 
way about the sea as they 
used to.” 
He looks the part. His 
gnarled hands have knots 
of abuse at the knuckles; 
his skin is dark and 
leathery; his beard looks 
like one that Richard 
Henry Dana or Ernest 
Hemingway had in mind; 
his muscular arms are 
scarred; and his eyes 
never seem to focus on 
anything close. 
“1 suppose you might say 
it’s like being in love with a 
punch in the mouth.” he 
said. “I can’t explain it, 
really, but I haven't 
thought about it in real 
terms It’s just that today, 
1976, people don’t have the 
same romantic images 
about the sea as they used 
to. 
“I like being alone out 
there. But it's good to get 
back to land everv now and 


then, even if I do feel ill at 
ease.” 
Lengyel isn’t exactly the 
prototypical seaman with a 
girl in every port, but he 
said, “My love life is good. 
Very good. I know women 
all around the world and I 
usually end up having a 
pretty good time. 
“I lived with a woman in 
San Francisco for a long 
time — we have three kids. 
My 17-year-old girl doesn t 
have much use for the sea, 
but my two younger ones, a 
14-year-old boy and a 10- 
vear-old girl, they can’t 
wait to go sailing at sea.” 
He never married 
“Next year, I’ll enter the 
Newport to Bermuda race. 
That’s about 630 miles and 
I think it may be even 
rougher than the Atlantic 
crossing. I’ve heard skip­ 
pers say it’ll break up 
some boats. I know well 
go through the Bermuda 
Triangle, but that's no 
problem I’m not looking 
for something super­ 


natural to happen. It’s just 
the sea that’ll do it.” 
So pervasive is his pas­ 
sion that he has crammed 
his weatherbeaten wallet 
with bits of paper on which 
are scrawled sayings, 
poems, prose and lyrical 
thoughts dedicated to the 
sea. Most are old. worn, 
barely readable. "Here. 
Here’s one you’ll like.” It's 
by a man named W.H 
Davies: 
"I know not why I yearn 
for thee again; 
“To sail once more upon 
thy fickle flood. 
“ I’ll hear thy waves 
wash under my death-bed. 
“ Thy salt is lodged 
forever in my blood." 
“Look, let's face it,” he 
said, eyes still sparkling 
“ I know I’m not what you 
might call a productive 
citizen. I ’m not con­ 
tributing anything to 
society. I’m not like the 
eight-to-flve guy who 
wears a suit and drives 
home in the traffic-

CULIACAN, Mexico 
( aP) — Sixty years after a 
bloody revolution that es­ 
tablished land reform in 
Mexico, hundreds of thou 
sands of peasants still 
await the small farm plot 
they hope will lift them 
from the impoverishment 
handed down through the 
generations. 
About seven million 
acres of land have been 
allotted to peasants since 
the 1910-17 uprising that 


brought the Institutional 
Revolutionary party to 
power. The party has 
remained there ever since, 
with land reform through 
expropriation a basic part 
of its policy. Its line of 
presidents was extended 
last Wednesday with the in­ 
auguration of Jose Lopez 
Portillo In Mexico City 
He succeeded Luis Ech­ 
everría, who on his last day 
in office gave official titles 
to 1.1 million acres of land 
10 32.000 peasants ex­ 
propriated in various parts 


of Mexico since the revolu 
tion In addition he or­ 
dered the expropriation of 
8.668 acres Of land to be 
divided into 60.200 plots for 
peasants’ homes. 
E ch e v e r r ia ’s land- 
reform policies came un­ 
der heavy criticism from 
conservative elements in 
Mexico, and Lopez Portillo 
appeared to soothe them 
somewhat in his inaugural 
address He said that while 
agrarian reform is basic to 
the Mexican revolution and 
his party, there are “real 
limitations to land dis­ 
tribution." 
There is very little good 
land left, except that which 


is in private hands, and 
private land produces most 
of Mexico’s crops 
On Nov. 19 Echeverría 
expropriated 243.000 acres 
of farm and ranch land in 
the neighboring state of 
Sonora in northwest Mex­ 
ico and announced the land 
would be given to 8.000 pea­ 
sant farm families. Im­ 
mediately about 200.000 
peasants here in Sinaloa 
state had their hopes 
raised that their demands 
for land expropriation 
would be met before 
Echeverría left office. 
But Echeverria’s ex­ 
propriation moves led to a 
confrontation between ian- 


downers and peasants. The 
latter threatened to seize 
privately owned land if the 
government didn't act by 
last weekend. Owners 
vowed to fight if they did. 
Both sides then agreed to 
wait until after Lopez Por­ 
tillo’s inauguration. 


“Now we have to wait 
again." said Guadiano Or­ 
tiz, a peasant who says he 
first filed for a land grant 
20 years ago. "The bad 
part is that now no one 
around here will give me a 
job." 
Thousands have lost hope 
they might get land. Some 
have received land so poor 


they cannot make it pay. 
All of these work as hired 
hands in the rich vegetable 
fields of Sinaloa. Some 
have found a year-round 
job, free housing and a 
future 
But the majority get only 
two or three months' work 
and live in conditions as 
bad or worse than their 
ancestors long before the 
Mexican revolution. 
Their employers, the 
land owners, who produce 
threefourths of Mexico’s 
crops, claim communal 
farms that produce the 
other quarter are neither 
efficient nor productive. 


“ There 
is 
land 
everywhere, hut not 
everybody can make it 
produce, ' said Manuel 
Couthier. who runs a 
vegetable farm near 
Cullacan 
He says it is 
about 650 acres. Mexican 
law limits individual 
holdings to about 250 acres 
He says he inherited about 
130 acres from his father. 
The rest, he says, is in the 
names of his children The 
eldest is 16. Peasants 
claim he has 2,500 acres. 


“If they take away my 
land I’ve got some place to 
crash," Couthier said. “1 
won’t die of hunaer. But 


what about the people who 
work for me7 ' 
On a far edge of his land 
a small group of peasants 
had moved in with 
makeshift tents to “in­ 
vade" his property after 
the government decided to 
delay action. But there was 
no violence and no in­ 
terruption of the farm 
work. 
“We won’t move front 
here until they give us land 
or drag us out," said 
Serafín Junco, leader of 
the peasant “Invaders." 
“They have been promis­ 
ing us land for five years 
But we can’t live on 
promises."

filling top jobs

level jobholders — but the 
process is moving with 
greater speed than meets 
the eye. 
The selection process is 
not claiming as much at­ 
tention as it might because 
most of it is cloaked in 
secrecy, with Carter and 
onlv a handful of close as­ 
sociates privy to the 
details. 
Already, for example, 
Carter has collected in­ 
dividual dossiers, running 
15-20 pages each, on 
leading candidates for at 
least half a dozen cabinet- 
level positions 
“It U certainly true. 
Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said, "that we are 
not making announce­ 
ments as rapidly as was 
done in the past. 
Powell waa quick to at­ 
tribute this to the care 
Carter is taking in 
reaching personnel deci- 
si«T and the fact that he 
attaches extra importance 
lo the process because he 
is pledged to give his 
Cabinet greater authority 
than have most recent 
chief executives. 
Carter presumably won’t 
even com e c lo se to 
resigned 
P re sid en t 
Richard M. Nixon’s speed 
record, which saw Nixon 
introduce all his Cabinet 
nominees at a televised 
extravaganza on Dec. U, 
1968. 
In fact, the President­ 
elect said this week he 
does not anticipate an 
nouncing any substantial 
number of top appointees 
lor another week or two. 
President John F. Ken­ 
nedy named his first 
Cabinet nominee on Dec 1, 
1960 — Abraham Rlbicoff 
to be secretary of health, 
education and welfare 
President Dwight D. 
Elsenhower’s first Cabinet 
choice, John Foster Dulles 
as secretary of state, came 
on Nov 20. 1952 
Although Powell told 
reporters that Carter * 
chief concern now is ap­ 
pointments," the pres­ 
ident-elect has not con 
fined himself this week to 
the talent search. 
On Wednesday, for ex 
ample, he spent 5b hours, 
relieved only by a coffee 
break, discussing just

Inc. (K A B ) m ust have 
startled a great many peo­ 
ple across the country. Did 
this mean that the nation s 
l a r g e s t c o n s e r v a t i o n 
organization was not “ anti- 
litter” ? Did it mean that 
the NWF condones the con­ 
tinued desecration of our 
scenic areas by trash? 
N o, ou r w i th d r a w a l 
didn’t mean that NWF is 
abandoning the struggle to 
clean up and keep America 
b e a u t i f u l . 
We a r e a s 
dedicated as ever to the 
goals of KAB. 
What it meant was that 
NWF wants a more effec­ 
tive campaign to eliminate 
litter and we decided, 
reluctantly, 
that 
such a 
campaign cannot be led by 
an organization, such as 
KAB, which is dominated 
by the beverage, container, 
and packaging industries 
F o r y e a r s , we have 
m a i n t a i n e d 
t h a t 
th e 
quickest way to cut down 
on litter in the U.S. would 
be to cut down on the 
production of bilUons of 
throw aw ay 
c o n t a in e r s 
each year. We have argued 
that the anti-liter cam ­ 
paign, 
while 
certainly 
desirable, attacks only the 
sym ptom s of our solid 
waste problem and ignores 
the principal cause — the 
growth of the throwaway 
ethic in A m erica 
The 
throwaway ethic not only 
produces a lot of Utter but 


wastes a lot of precious 
energy 
K A B ’s 
slogan 
read s, 
‘‘People sta rt pollution, 
people can stop it.' 
We 
concur in this, but we feel 
that the accom panying 
campaign should not con­ 
centrate entirely upon Ut­ 
ter. People can also stop 
pollution by not producing 
so much trash and by using 
products 
that 
m inim ize 
pollution in their produc­ 
tion 
In fact. KAB’s approach 
shifts 
public 
attention 
away from this real gut is­ 
sue, almost condoning the 
wasteful practices by im­ 
plying. "Throwaways are 
okay so long as you dispose 
of them properly.” 
K e e p i n g 
A m e r i c a 
beautiful should be more 
than ju s t cleaning up 
afterward. We think that 
the public should be urged 
not to use item s that are 
designed 
exclusively 
for 
the convenience of throw­ 
ing them away. We think 
th e p u b lic shou ld 
be 
educated about the costs of 
wasteful 
c onsumpti on 
practices. 
These costs can be found 
in the prices of many con­ 
s u m e r 
g oo d s, 
in 
our 
staggering waste disposal 
bills, and crucially (though 
t h i s 
c o s t 
is 
o f t e n 
overlooked) in the deple­ 
t i o n 
of 
o u r 
l i m i t e d 
resources. 
In an age when we hear 
constant complaints about 
increases in the cost of liv­ 
ing, we feel the public 
should be fully aware of 
the costs of their consumer 
goods. When a consumer 
purchases a soft drink in a 
throwaway can or bottle he 
is paying for that con­ 
tainer. However, when the 
consumer 
purchases 
a 
beverage in a returnable 
container, he pays only a 
deposit for borrowing the 
container. The deposit is 


returned when the con­ 
sumer brings back the con­ 
tainer. 
How much do consumers 
waste each year? A recent 
study by a private con­ 
s u l t i n g f i r m f o r th e 
F e d e r a l 
E n e r g y 
Ad­ 
m i n i s t r a t i o n 
( F E A ) 
projects that a national 
beverage container deposit 
law could save consumers 
$1.8 billion annually. 
Currently it costs us an 
average of $26 per ton to 
dispose of the trash once it 
is picked up The U.S. E n­ 
vironmental P ro tectio n 
Agency (E PA) estim ates 
that this figure will be $50 
by 1985 In 1975 we threw 
away over 150 million tons 
of this stuff. At the current 
growth rate, it is estimated 
that we could have 300 
million tons to dispose of 
by the year 2000. 
What about recycling? 
Despite all of the publicity 
about recycling in recent 
years, 
we are currently 
recycling a lower percen­ 
tage of our resources than 
ever before in our history. 
While we need to increase 
our recycling efforts, there 
is a more urgent need to 
re-examine our consump­ 
tion habits. We feel that 
the most fundamental kind 
of recycling is to purchase 
products that can be used 
over and over again and 
p r o d u c t s t h a t c a n be 
produced without unneces­ 
sary waste of m aterials 
and energy An obvious 
form of waste is over­ 
packaging 
Packaging ac­ 
tivity has grown at an 
alarming rate in recent 
years 
Between 1963 and 
1971, for example, the con­ 
s u m p t i o n of 
food 
in 
America increased by a 
meager 2.3 per cent. In the 
s am e period, however, 
consumption food packag­ 
ing increased a whopping 
46.5 per cent. 
In 1971 — the last year 


fo r which fig u r e s a re 
available — 5 per cent of 
our total industrial energy 
— consumption went into 
packaging. 
T h a t 
y e a r 
packaging accounted for 
approximately 47 per cent 


of all paper production, 14 
per cent of aluminum 
production, 75 per cent of 
glass production, 8 per cent 
of steel production and 
about 29 per cent of plastic 
production.

The study is the first erf 
its kind in the nation and is 
designed to give park plan­ 
ners scientific data to use 
in designing landscapes 
that will bring the greatest 
enjoyment to park visitors 
and encourage optimum 
park use. 
Sponsoring the study 
were the University of

week. 
The Dow Jones average 
of 30 industrial stocks Wi 
6 07 points lower at 950 
when it was over.

Russell Long proposed $30 
billion worth of fiscal 
stimulus for the economy, 
a level of activity many on 
Wall Street felt would be

And U S Steet and other 
big producers had joined in 
the industry’s price in­ 
crease by then, another 
nagging inflation worry. 
Several positive develop­ 
ments came Wednesday, 
and the market responded 
with a small rise. 
The government said 
factory orders rose .8 per 
cent in October, and 
revised the negative 
September reading to a 
gain. Factory orders are 
considered a clue to the 
capital spending plans of 
industry. 
Further, the Commerce 
Department's Index of 
leading economic in­ 
dicators. its forecasting 
tool, was reported to be 
flat in October And bond 
prices soared, dropping the 
yields on some key issues 
below 8 per cent for the 
first time in years.

NEW YO RKiLEN Sl - 
C.V. Wood, the American 
oilman vebo bought London 
Bridge for $2 4 million in 
1968 and later said he 
thought he was getting 
Tower Bridge, has called it 
quits on real estate. Wood 
gamely transported the 
dismantled Thames river 
structure to a desert in 
Arizona, where he built a 
lake for the bridge to go 
over and a housing 
development called Lake 
Havasu city, for It to go to. 
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Eventually his real es­ 
tate projects included six 
others from California to 
Texas. But now McCulloch 
Oil. the corporation which 
he heads, has decided to 
write off a $59 million loss 
from real estate ventures 
and to withdraw from the

Wood s communities, 
among the most publicized 
of the late 1980s and early 
1970s. were typical of the 
extravagance of a boom 
era^ marked by over­ 
building and underfinanc­ 
ing. When the 1974-75 
recession hit, many of the 
high-flying developers bit 
the dust Even today the 
construction industry is 
one of the weak spots erf the 
economy. Individual house 
construction has picked up 
in the past few months, but 
the rest of the property 
business — especially 
apartments and office 
buildings — is still depres­ 
sed. 


One problem is financ 
ing Many erf the real estate 
investment trusts that 
once put forward the 
capital for such develop­ 
ments are in actual or 
potential bankruptcy. The 
banks are still digging out 
of a backlog of bad real es­ 
tate loans Office space is 
in oversupply in most 
American cities, especial­ 
ly In N^w York 
The 
Tishman brothers, who 
once seemed about to gain 
a monopoly on office con­ 
struction in Manhattan 
before they had to 
retrench, are now con­ 
verting from a public cor­ 
poration to a partnership 


The financial collapse of 
the real estate developers 
has brought a shortage of 
new houses and apart­ 
ments. especially in fast- 
growing areas of the 
country like southern 
California Hence the in­ 
tense bidding to buy the Ir­ 
vine Company, one of the 
few land developers left on 
its feet

And if this isn’t enough, this daring detective becomes a 
human bridge between two vehicles by locking his hands 
and feet into the bumpers of each car. This is no easy 
task, especially when the cops chase the robbers, and vice 
versa, across his outstretched body. 
The three automobiles speed down the treacherous 
curves of a steep mountainside, through darkened 


tunnels and onto city streets. When the trio eventually 
ends up in a railroad trestle with trains fast approaching 
from opposite directions, a nifty bit of precarious 
perching allows the vehicles to escape catastrophe and 
resume the chase. Even a three-car pileup-vertically, no 
less-does little to stop the action. 
Like most good detectives, the Goof gets his man. 
After running for his life, “ Al” is finally apprehended 
and brought into custody...to his fiancee who, with the 
help of Johnny Eyeball, brought her man to marriage.

Out of the chauffeur-driven 
vehicles step Kate Jackson, Farrah Fawcett Majors and Jaclyn Smith. 
The Angels have arrived at their latest film location for the shooting of 
ABC’s Charlie's Angels (airing Wednesdays at 10PM ). 
The three new television stars play the roles of Sabrina Duncan 
(Kate Jackson), Jill Munroe (Farrah Fawcett-Majors) and Kelly Garrett 
(Jaclyn Smith). 
Starring with them on the show is David Doyle, who plays the 
humorous role of John Bosley—the cost-conscious aide of Charlie 
Townsend-who runs the detective agency in the absence of his boss. 
Each week, Charlie, whose identity is kept secret, phones his 
instructions in to the Angels while he entertains some pretty damsel. 
It's Bosley’s job to stand by with funds, airline tickets and added 
information about their latest caper. It is also his job to bln the 
Angels out if they run into any difficulty. 
Other than the unique premise of three female private eyes, the 
show doesn't appear too startling. However the looks and person­ 
alities of its stars have already captured audiences across the nation. 
According to the A.C. Nielsen’s, the show’s ratings average between 
the high fifties and the low sixties for their percentage of the 
audience for the time period. 
The Angels also managed to capture both magazine and newspaper 
Sunday supplement covers. But success has taken its toll on the 
private lives of the three girls, and their tree time is at a premium.

Theatrical history is full of stories about artists who 
started out to create the hit of the century only to 
come up with a pretentious flop. But there are two 
show business giants who assembled a show with all 
the elements of a dud—and turned it into one of the 
hits of this or any century. The giants were Richard 
Rodgers and Oscar Hammerstein II. The show was 
“ Oklahom a” ! 
The basic rules of how not to present a musical 
production are outlined by Gene Kelly in his narrative 
portrayal of Ham m erstein In “Am erica Salutes 
Richard Rodgers: The Sound of His M usic,” two- 
hour m u sica l salute to the fam ed co m po ser, 
Thursday at 9PM on CBS. First, open your show with 
one of your best songs and sing it while the audience 
is still getting settled 
Eliminate thO girls chorus line, and if you must 
have some dances, put them in long dresses so no 
one is distracted by shapely legs 
Try to avoid any funny lines, and keep the story 
commonplace. 
* Use all your songs in the first act and do nothing 
but reprises in the second. 
Find a lyricist who hasn’t had a hit show in eleven 
years, a choreographer whose claim to fame is one 
single ballet and a production company that’s ready 
to go out of business. 
Keep the publicity and advance sales to a bare 
minimum so the whole show is your personal secret. 
Strictly adhered to -a n d backed by the genius of a 
Rodgers and a Hanimerstein—these rules just might 
result in a “ failure ” that could run five years on 
Broadway, attract SRO audiences for 2,212 perform­ 
ances, tour successfully for over ten years, survive 


unnumbered revivals in cities and hamiets around 
the world, be translated and performed in French, 
Norwegian, Danish and Italian, and finally emerge as 
a feature motion picture. 
A newcomer just might make some of those 
auspicious mistakes. It took a couple of old pros to 
make all of them...While laughing ail the way to the 
bank and whistling the score enroute to immortality.

TEN WHO DARED' 


Anthony Quinn makes a departure from his usually 
rugged roles to act as host of “Ten Who Dared, a docu- 
drama series to be syndicated in January of ’77. 
It would be easy to imagine Quinn swathing his way 
through West Africa or the Congo, braving the rigors ot 
the South Pole, or alongside the ten adventurers whose 
epic journeys into the unknown are portrayed on the 
BBC-Time-Life series he narrates. 
In some 40 years. Quinn has starred in over 140 strong, 
diverse parts calling for both physical strength and 
courage as an actor. He’s explored roles that would look 
like Mount Everest to most performers-in “ Zorba the 
Greek," Viva Zapata,” “ Lust for Life,” “The Guns of 
Navarone," and “ La Strada,” to name just a few. He also 
will star in Franco Zeffrrelli’s “The Life of Jesus,” airing 
on NBC next spring. 
“ In real life, 1 am perhaps ten different people at the 
same time," says Quinn. “ I’m .an actor, a sculpter, a 
painter, a director, a father, a husband, even an architect. 
I sing. 1 write books. My own life must be tull—full to the 
maximum. Maybe that’s why I’m able to play so many 
different types of characters in films." 
Certainly he’s had one of the most versatile careers in 
all media, including television. He starred briefly in a 
series, “The Man and the City,” toured in “A Streetcar 
Named Desire” for two years, starred in other theatrical 
productions, and appeared in such films as "Attilla the 
Hun," “The Brave Bulls,” “The Magnificent M atador." 
“ Ulvsses” and “The Hunchback of Notre Dam e." 
At 21, he was given his first small role as a convict in 
the 1936 film “ Paroles for Sale.” Even though it was a 
non-speaking part, his perform ance was m entioned 
favorably by the Hollywood trade papers. 
“ But at the beginning, I had no great ambitions to be 
an actor,” Quinn relates “ 1 took film parts and did other 
work only to pay for my studies at an architecture school. 
His first big break came when he won a part as a 
Chevenne Indian in Cecil B. DeMille’s “The Plains­ 
man.” and at the same time met the film producer s 
daughter, Katherine, whom he married Oct. 2. 1937. 
They had five children and were divorced in 1957, He 
married again in 1962 and became the lather ot three 
more children. He and his wife lolanda live in Rome.

Before you willingly bare your flesh 
for the cut of the surgeon's knife, listen 
to this: 
• 2.4 million unnecessary opera­ 
tions were performed in this country 
in 1974. 
• • 11,900 of these patients died. 
• Cost of this surgery was more 
than $3.9 billion. 
Frightening figures, aren't th ey? 
But now you can protect yourself and 
your family if you remember this ad­ 
vice from Dr. Seymour Isenberg and 
Dr. L. M. Biting, two osteopathic sur­ 
geons whose book helps to eliminate 
the guesswork from prospective sur­ 
gery. Isenberg and Elting have worked 
as a surgical team for close to a decade 
and have trained and operated at 
leading hospitals throughout the 
country. 
Here's what they say. 


How To Choose A Surgeon 


« 
Choosing a good surgeon is the ob­ 
vious first step in protecting yourself, 
but most of us give less thought to this 
than to the choice of a bathrobe. 
It's wisest to begin by consulting your 
family doctor. Hopefully, you will then 
be able to start your search with a 
recommendation you can trust. Re­ 
member, too, that once you get home 
from hospital surgery, you will be in 
your family doctor’s hands. 
Should you choose a “name” sur­ 
geon? If nothing less than getting the 
best is all that will satisfy you, that is 
what you should do. But you may be 
disappointed. 
For one thing, unless the surgeon is 
m . around the comer, the operation will 
probably involve traveling, possibly a 
great distance. Also, the time and avail­ 
ability of famous men are spread so 
thin, you may not get to see much of 
the original. Your care probably will be 
done via duplicate—another doctor on 
the staff. 
Once you’ve made the trip to see 
your surgeon for the first time, here are 
a couple of considerations you might 
keep in mind: 
Where he went to school won't nec­ 
essarily have any bearing on his effi­ 
ciency. Medical schools are no longer 
graded and broken down into classes. 
The 4tje of the surgeon is often no indi

cation of experience or knowledge 
Whether your surgeon is a member of 
your race or religion doesn’t make him 
a star in the operating room. (Inciden­ 
tally, don’t be impressed by the number 
of certificates papering the wall. 
They’re not a definitive indication of 
high-quality care. Hung high enough, 
Rotary Club affiliations look equally 
imposing.) 


Your First Visit 
It is important, initially, to notice how 
the surgeon talks to you. Is it in a 
friendly, relaxed manner or like an 
interrogation? Do you feel like a crimi­ 
nal or an equal? Is it a rushed situation 
with the phone constantly ringing and 
assistants parading in and out? How 
welcome are your questions? In short, 
how does the surgeon respond to you? 
Next, general questioning may start 
with routine queries, such as: how long 
will the bandages stay in place? Will 
the removal of the stitches hurt? How 
long will I be in the hospital? How long 
before 1 can get out of bed at home? 
Drive a car? Sit in the sun? Will I bleed 
easily? Will the wound take long to 
heal? 
From there, get more specific: 


How long will 1 be out of work and will 
the operation affect what I do for a 
living? If you're a ditch digger and you 
have a hernia repair, your convalescent 


period will be longer than if you are an 
office worker. 
How much will it cost? Get this straight 
right off. Many patients hesitate to 
question a doctor about his charges; 
others feel it’s none of their business 
because their insurance will cover it. 
Both attitudes are wrong. Unless one 
surgeon has such an extensive reputa­ 
tion that he can charge what the traffic 
will bear, the fees of most surgeons in 
a given area are usually standard for a 
particular operation. Remember, 
though, that the surgical fee has nothing 
to do with the hospital fee. The sur­ 
geon’s fee also will probably be above 
what your insurance pays. In some 
instances, your surgeon may ask that 
you pay him first and then be reim 
bursed by your insurance company. 
Are you going to do the surgery, 
doctor? In a teaching hospital, your 
chosen surgeon may not put a glove on 
you; he’s there as an instructor to the 
residents. You may not care as long as 
he’s guiding the procedure, but then 
again, you may. You are paying him, 
not an underling. In a community hos­ 
pital you stand a better chance of hav­ 
ing the surgeon you choose perform the 
operation. 
Who will assist your surgeon? The first 
assistant must be a doctor who could 
take over should something happen to 
the surgeon. Insist on this. Never should 


the first assistant be a registered nurse, 
no matter how capable. In small hospi­ 
tals, your family doctor may assist. 
Even if he doesn’t, you may want him 
at the table. He is entitled to bill you 
for this service. 


Where will the incision be? You obvi­ 
ously want the smallest cut possible in 
the least noticeable area. While the 
surgeon cannot commit himself to the 
exact number of inches, he should be 
able to indicate to what extent you will 
be carrying his mark. The less cutting, 
the less chance for an ugly scar. 


What kind of healing can I expect to 
have? Fortunately, most people heal 
normally and rapidly, and wounds, re­ 
gardless of their size, mend within a 
week. But there are individuals who 
form keloid scars—large, unsightly 
ones—and there is no way to stop this. 
You should also let your surgeon know 
if you have ever had any difficulties in 
healing, and if you have any other 
health problems. If you are a diabetic, 
for instance, this can affect the way 
you heal. 
Who will be responsible for my after­ 
care? More patients are lost after an 
operation than in the operating room. 
You don’t want to be one of them. If 
your surgeon is merely going to per 
form the operation, you have a right to 
know beforehand. So even if the sur­ 
geon assures yqu that he will be respon 
sible, find out what—if any—responsi 
bilities are distributed, and to whom 
An associate? The resident or intern? 
The nurses? Your family? While you 
don’t expect the surgeon to hold your 
hand every postoperative moment, you 
should expect to see him at least once 
a day to check you over. You aren’t 
just paying him for the surgery proper. 


Getting Another Opinion 
The surgeon may tell you he would 
like another opinion on your case, 
even though he feels pretty certain 
about what to do. But if he doesn’t, or 
fails to answer any questions to your 
satisfaction, tell him you want to check 
his recommendation for surgery'with 
someone else and ask to whom he can 
refer you. If you do see a consultant, be 
sure he gives you his opinion directly, 
not relayed through your surgeon. 
Some consultants will spend time with 
you and, when they are finished, will 
say, "All right, Mrs. Jones, I’ve exam 
ined you and gone over your reports, 
and I’ll get back to your doctor with my 
opinion.” Forget it. That’s not why you 
went. If you can't get the opinion of a 
consultant firsthand, you’re right back 
where you started—

Gifts from the heart are often those 
you make with your own hands. 
Dick Schnacke, author-craftsman, 
has not only contributed significantly to 
the popularity of the “wihimmydiddie” 
(a wooden-propeller lie detector) and 
the “flipperdinger” (a breath-control 
gadget) but is largely responsible for 
carrying on a tradition of making chil­ 
dren’s historically authentic playthings. 
Some are known as “Sunday toys.” 
(His book, American Folk Toys, pub­ 
lished by Penguin Books, $3.50, gives 
detailed drawings and instructions for 
all kinds of folk toys.) 
Just what are Sunday toys? They 
date back seventy-five to one hundred 
years. The toys depict famous stories 
from the Old Testament: Noah’s Ark, 
the Pillars of Solomon and Jacob’s 
Ladder. 
These toys evolved from the strict 
Puritan ethics of America’s early set­ 
tlers, which rigidly determined the day- 
to-day activities of children, especially 
how they spent their idle time on the 
Sabbath. 
Religious creed dictated that on the 
Sabbath, children were to pass their 
time playing only with toys related to 
stories from the Bible. This, it was 
thought, would not only re-enforce 
youngsters’ knowledge and understand­ 
ing of the Bible but would divert their 
idle hands from devilish mischief. 
The three items pictured are simply 
constructed, yet are ingenious in their 
ability to mystify and entertain young 
sters and adults alike. 
The Jacob’s Ladder toy is made of 
thin blocks of wood and ribbonlike 
pieces of cloth. Through an intricate 
system of interweaving the ribbons, the 
toy creates an illusion of a continual 
flow of flip-flopping blocks. It creates 
a scene which isn’t difficult to relate to 
the story of Jacob’s vision found in 
Genesis 28:12. The verse describes a 
dream of a ladder extending from 
earth to heaven with God’s angels 
ascending and descending 
Another toy with a surprising amount 
of humorous trickery is the Pillars of 
Solomon. The idea for the toy comes 
from 2 Chronicles 3:15-17, in which the 
pillars at Solomon’s Temple are de­ 
scribed as being connected by a chain. 
A trick routing of a rope through the toy 


The Jacob's Ladder toy relates to 
Jacob's vision in Genesis of a ladder 
extending to heaven. 


Noah's Ark 


allows the owner to convince his 
friends that magic keeps the rope to­ 
gether after it has been cut 
The Noah’s Ark toy has no magic 
except in its apparent ability to occupy 
a child’s mind for endless hours. Con­ 
structed roughly of wood, the ark has a 
removable roof that when opened, 
reveals the animal kingdom. The popu 
larity of the ark even today is exempli­ 
fied by the fact that the toy greatly 
resembles a mass-produced item which 
can be found on the shelves of toy 
shops. 
Schnacke, 57, is a former metallur­ 
gist who has been making toys all his 
life. After deciding to leave his engi 
neering career and plunge into his own 
business in 1963, he recruited local 
residents near his home to produce the 
folk toys. Two years later, he had 
doubled his prior salary. 
Today Schnacke employs 60 crafts­ 
men in mountainous West Va. and ships 
their output, an assorted line of 116 
different folk toys, to more than 500 
outlets throuctfKXjt the United States. 
The Sunday toys which he dispenses 
represent the interesting folklore that 
is incorporated in all of his homespun 
items Stories the toys represent have 
been handed down from generation to 
generation. 
There is something so satisfying in 
preserving the past,” says Schnacke, 
“and doubly so when the skill of

Woody Alien: Still the total misfit— on screen and off

Friends recall the time Woody Allen 
ordered a ticket for a dance benefit, 
saying he was looking forward to a 
quiet evening in the theater. But for 
Woody, simple events have a way of 
getting out of hand, and this evening 
was no exception because at the last 
minute he had agreed to escort Mrs. 
Gerald Ford. 
Outside the theater, a nervous 
Woody, wearing a tuxedo and elegant 
black and white tennis shoes, ran into 
flashbulbs, bright lights and television 
cameras. Then, when he entered the 
auditorium with Mrs. Ford, the entire 
audience stood up and enthusiastically 
applauded. For the rest of the evening 
Woody felt besieged by thousands of 
staring eyes and spent the time in ulcer 
ating agony, perspiring profusely and 
fearing that his stomach might growl. 
The trauma of that one excursion, he 
claims, took five pounds off his already 
wretchedly thin figure. 
“1 just can’t handle that kind of 


thing,” says Woody, seated In the living 
room of his New York apartment. And 
as he talks you realize that indeed, like 
the awkward heroes he has portrayed 
in such films as Take the Money and 
Run and Play It Again, Sam, he is 
barely coping. Off screen he wears a 
dolorous expression and sounds apolo­ 
getic as he admits, T m not funny in 
private.” 
Considering his accomplishments, 
Woody’s lack of self-confidence seems 
astounding. He has succeeded as a 
comedian, writer and director. He can 
boast of two Broadway hit shows, two 
best-selling books of humorous essays 
and seven successful films, all of which 
led one critic to acclaim him as ‘‘one of 
America’s precious natural resources’’ 
to be preserved at all costs. But success 
and fame have not erased his timidity, 
nor eased his suffering. Nor have nearly 
20 years of psychoanalysis made a not­ 
able difference. Although he has man­ 
aged to reduce the number of sessions 
from five to only three a week, he still 
feels uneasy in any kind of social situa­ 
tion. As he puts it, ‘‘I don’t relate well 
to people. I’m not gregarious. I have a 
few close friends, and that’s it.” 
Attention of any kind can upset 
Woody, and he goes to odd lengths to 
avoid it. His favorite camouflage used 
to be a rumpled beige rainhat worn low 
over the ears. To further obscure him­ 
self he would pull up his collar, hold his 
hand over his face and stare at the top 
of his shoes. 
Now, with all the publicity surround­ 
ing Woody’s debut as a dramatic actor 
in The Front, he’s seriously contem­ 
plating holing up at home.
